Shall  We  Localize  Scripture  Teaching*.? 

In  The  Baptist  Feb.  ist,  Dr. 
R.  A.  Venable  has  an  article  under 
the  caption,  “The  Preachers  Must 
Study,”  in  which  he  says  many 
good  things,  but  from  some  of  his 
interpretations  I-  beg  to  dissent 
For  instance,  in  the  passage,  “How 
shall  we  escape  if  we  neglect 
so  great  salvation,  ” — Heb. 
2:3.  Dr.  Venable  holds  that  the 
pronoun  “we”  includes  the  writer 
and  the  converted  Hebrews,  and 
that  it  does  not  primarily  apply  to 
unconverted  men:  This  will  be 
news  to  many  preachers  who  have 
understood  and  preached  this  Scrip- 
ture very  differently.  That  the 
Hebrews,  as  a people,  were  em- 
braced there  is  no  doubt;  but  that 
the  teaching  was  intended  for  them 
any  more  than  for  all  mpn,  I con- 
fess I can  not  see.  Bes  des,  this 
is  rathtr  a singular  question  to  ap- 
ply to  converted  people,  for  Chris- 
tians have  already  escaped  and  are 
not  supposfd  to  be  neglecting  the 
great  salvation.  I They  may  neg- 
lect their  Christian  duties,  asimany 
do,  but  surely  this  does  not  mean 
their  final  overthrow.  A plausible 
view  would  be  that  Paul  included 


himself  as  one  of  a sinful  race  when 
he  said,  “How  shall  we  escape,”, 
etc.  How  it  can  be  made  to  apply 
to  Christian  people  who  have  al- 
ready accepted  the  great  salvation, 
it  is  difficult  to  see. 

The  interpretations  of  Matthew 
Htnry  on  this  passage  art  some- 
what at  variance  with  thosle  ot  Dr. 
Vtnable.  Cbncerning  the  text 
in  questtou,  that  Commenta- 
tor says:  “It  is  an  appeal  to 
universal  reason,  to  the  consciences 
of  sinners  themselves:  it  is  a chal- 
leng  to  all  their  power  and  policy, 
to  all  their  interest  and  alliances, 
whether  they,  Or  any  for  them,  can 
find  out,  or  can  force  out  a “way  of  f 
escape  from  the  vindictive  justice 
and  wrath  of  God." 

Again  Dr.  Venable  holds  that 
Rev.  3:20  relates  only  to'  the 
church  at  Laodicea,  and  is  not  de- 
signed to  show  Christ's  posture 
toward  the  sinner.  True  this 
church  is  addressed  in  the  preced- 
ing verses,  but  the  connection 
seems  suddenly  to  break,  and 
Christ  here  speaks  of  the  individ- 
ual. “If  any  man  hear  my  voice,” 
not  if  the  church  at  Laoditea  hear 
my  voice.  “ If  any  tnatt,"  not 
only  of  the  Lalodiceans,  but  of! 
any  other  peopld.  And  Christ  is 
represented  as  supping  with  the . 
individual  and  not  with  a church. 
The  succeeding  verse  seems  to  favor 
this  view,  viz.:  that  the  individual 
is  meant.  “To  him  that  overom- 
eth  will  1 grant  to  sit  with  me  in 
my  throne,”  etc.  For  thfese  rea- 
sons I be'itve  the  text  admits  of 
another  interpretation  than  that 
given  bje  Dr.  Venable.  And  here 
again  Dr.  V.  and  Matthew!  Henry 
are  not  in  agreement.  But  of 
course  we  may  expect  even  learned 
men  to  differ. 

I appreciate  what  I)r.  Venable . 
says  about  severing  passage s-trom 
their  connection,  and  readily  ad- 
mit that  the  preacher  must  be  care- 
ful in  the  study  of  his  Bible,  but  in 
my  humble  judgment  the  tendency 
of  onr  brother’s  article  & lo  lo- 
calize Scripture  teaching  too  much.
